Nothing can spoil the festive gai­ 
ety of a Christmas celebration more 
completely than a fire or accident 
in the home. 
There are several es­ 
sential precautions which will help 
to assure a truly Merry Christmas. 
C Don’t risk using frayed cords and 
broken plugs. 
C Don’t 
handle 
electrical 
appli­ 
ances with wet hands. 
C Don’t yank at cords or run them 
under rugs. 
C Don’t „ forget to have insulated 
staples on hand for stringing cords 
around. 
<L Don’t overload your house cir­ 
cuit. Usually 1,000 watts is as much 
as any one circuit will stand. 
C Don’t neglect providing plenty of 
extra lamp bulbs of the various 
sizes and colors you’re using for 
Christmas cheer, so you can replace 
burned-out ones. 
C. Don’t put pennies in a blown-out 
fuse. 
A blown fuse is a warning! 
C Don’t have high wattage lamp 
bulbs near fancy inflammable orna­ 
ments, synthetic materials, paper 
or cotton.

is little or no doubt at all, that a 
close analysis of agriculture 
will 
show it will play an extremely im- 


capita. Some may think that 
con­ 
quered territories would boost 
the 
Axis food supply but here is 
the 
way it looks. Most of the conquer­ 
ed countries are not self support­ 
ing. Belgium and Holland have only 
.9 of an acre per capita; Poland 2.1. 
Czechoslovakia 2.3, 
Denmark 
2.8, 
Austria 3.1, and France 3.2. Even 
if the Axis should conquer Russia, 
with her 31.8 acres per capita, she 
would be faced with transportation 
difficulty. Russia, although she pro­ 
duces more food than she needs, is 
faced with the horn of plenty in one 
section and famine in the other be­ 
cause of poor transportation facili­ 
ties. 


W e cannot let agriculture 
take 
a back seat. The many defense in­ 
dustries are taking up many of the 
farm laborers. The farm is the back 
bone of the nation. 
W e can’t af­ 
ford to neglect the farm for it is 
the food and clothing of the 
na­ 
tion. There is an old saying, which 
says, “ An army 
travels 
on 
its 
stomach.” Relatively, 
this 
is 
not 
true, but it is true in a way. 
No! 
one is at his best when he is not! 
properly clothed and fed. The health I 
depends 
almost 
entirely upon the 
food of the men 
in service. Men 
who have a balanced diet 
will 
be* 
much better off than men with im­ 
proper diets. 
The American people 
have 
al­ 
ways been a people with plenty. W e 
still have plenty. The only th ng is 
that we have let 
our 
agriculture 
down. W e must 
turn 
our 
hands 
again to the plow and prepare not 
only to feed and clothe our people 
but the armies and people of 
E u ­ 
rope. W e have more land in culti­ 
vation being wasted on the average 
farm than they have per person in 
England. W e have plenty of land 
in cultivation, only we must inten­ 
sify our farming. 
Agriculture is destined to play an 
extremely important role in 
the 
conflict now raging and may well 
determine the future of democratic 
government in 
this 
country 
and 
throughout the world.
